Porter$1/4  Million 
Gift  Insures  Goal 

A gift  of  over  a quarter  of  a mil- 
lion dollars  from  liquidation  of  the 
Oliver  S.  Porter  Foundation  at  year’s 
end  put  Wesleyan  well  over  the  $1.5 
million  set  as  a goal  for  its  three-year 
capital  gifts  campaign.  It  also  insured 
a challenge  grant  of  $250,000  by  an 
anonymous  foundation. 

Wesleyan’s  president,  Dr.  W.  Earl 
Strickland,  was  presented  the  gift,  in 
the  form  of  securities,  by  Howard 
Bivens,  a trustee  of  the  Porter  fund. 
Other  trustees  are  Charles  C.  Hert- 
wig  and  Robert  Train.  Mercer  Uni- 
versity received  a like  amount. 

To  be  used  for  scholarship  loans 
and  grants  these  funds  will  be  avail- 
able to  students  who  have  the  “desire 
and  ability  to  learn,  scholastic  merit, 
and  financial  need”,  with  first  pref- 
erence given  to  applicants  if  they  or 
their  parents  are  employed  by  the  Bibb 
Co.  (formerly  Bibb  Manufacturing 
Co.),  and  second  to  residents  of  Bibb 
County. 

Set  up  in  1930  by  James  Hyde  Por- 
ter, the  foundation,  liquidated  Nov. 

1,  is  a memorial  to  his  father,  Oliver 
S.  Porter.  James  Hyde  Porter  has 
long  been  identified  as  a benefactor 
of  Wesleyan.  In  years  past  his  gifts 
helped  build  the  Olive  Swann  Por- 
ter student  activities  building  in  mem- 
I ory  of  his  wife,  furnished  its  magnifi- 
cent formal  parlor,  and  endowed  a 
fund  for  its  upkeep.  The  gymnasium 
I was  named  for  him,  and  he  left  funds 
. in  his  will  to  build  the  Porter  Family 
I Memorial  Auditorium.
